These lads left Mt. Pleasant in 
June on a 2,500 mile bicycle trip. 
Below is an account of their trip 
so far. 
Dear Editor: 

We are at this time

spent 18 days enroute and covered 
923. miles with our bicycles.

a sister plant in Gary, Indiana. 

The huge plant eovers 350 ac- 
res and employs 12,500 workers.. 
To our surprise they burned fuel 
oil instead of coke-in the open 
using 100,000 
gallons daily. 

The tapping was.a spectacular 
sight. We had to wear dark glass- 
es in order to watch the flaming 
molten steel as it poured from the 
open hearth furnaces. into 250- 
ton ladles. Another interesting 
the rolling - mills. 
There we found . monster-like 
machines rolling out 30-ton blocks 
of steel (ingots) into thin sheets 
which are then cooled and. shipped 


It wasn’t until we neared Ak- 
ron, Ohio, that we encountered 
our first challenging hills. We lat- 
er discovered that these were but 
mere “bumps” in the road com- 
pared with crossing the Allegheny 
mountains in Pennsylvania. Even 
so, we managed to ride. all but a 
very few of the. inclines. 

‘At the Hershey Chocolate plant 
in Hershey, Pa., we saw how can- 
dy is processed. Hershey is the 
largest chocolate .plant in the 
world, employing. between three 
and four thousand. workers. 
interesting. fact, is: that. _two-thirds 
of these employees are “women. 
They ean pack a box of candy as 

“quick as a wink”. 

The plant uses over a million 
pounds of milk daily and turns 
out about 750 tons of chocolate 
products in the. same perior.. 

It. was like walking through 
Fairyland, for everywhere you 
looked you would see chocolate 
kisses, candy bars, or- 
syrup, . 

We are meeting many curious 
people along the way. In Lansing, 
Mich., a policeman -yelled: out, 
“Great stuff, I could use 100 mil- 
es of that myself.” 

Another fellow weighing’ about 


250 pounds said he would like to. 


quit his job and come along with 
us, 

A few think we are crazy but 
many others give. voice to their 
envy of our adventures. Several 
have gone out of their way to be 
hospitable, ‘such as the - caretaker 
near ‘Toledo, Ohio. He invited us 
‘eggs one 
morning as we awoke from sleep- 
ing in our tent. 

Yes sir, this is a great way to 
see and meet America.

KOREA WAR: 
U.S. Fights 


Eight days after the Communists 
of North Korea invaded United 
States - sponsored South Korea the 
people of the democratic nations 
were breathing a little easier, with 


only an occasional shiver of fear 


sweeping down their spines. 
Developments in the crisis, which 


could yet plunge the world into 


World War III, came quickly after 
the initial invasion. 


Using tanks and planes which the 


southern forces lacked, the Commu- 
nists swept through Seoul and with- 


‘in 12 miles of Suwon, important air 


base of South Korea. 

The army of South Korea made 
stand after stand, but could not halt 
the Russian made tanks and planes 
used by the Communists. Within 48 
hours after the opening attack 
South Korea was in a difficult posi- 
tion and for a time it appeared the 
invaders would sweep south with 
less and less opposition. 

Then came the historical order of 
President Truman sending United 
States navy and air force units to 
the aid of South Korea. It was fol- 
lowed two days later with an order 


‘sending U.S. troops to the battle 


line. 

Military operations developed 
quickly and with surprising effi- 
ciency. Observers throughout the 
world: were astonished at the speed 
-with which the United States got 
fighting forces into the field. 
' -Following the President’s first 
order, the air force in Japan and 
naval units in that area, were put 
under command of General Mac- 


Arthur. The planes immediately at- |. 


tacked Communist troop concentra- 
tions, tanks and planes. The navy 
blockaded the Korean coast.

Newspaper readers throughout 
the country forgot the Korean cri- 
sis long enough to express horror 
over the confession of a 20-year-old 
Circleville, O., youth who admitted 
setting the Ringling Brothers circus 
fire in Hartford, Conn.,

The youth,. Robert Dale Segree, 
also admitted that he was person- 
ally responsible for the slaying of 
four persons. 

The youth admitted setting be- 
tween 25 and 30 major fires 
in Portland, Me., between 1939 and 
1946 and other fires in New Hamp- 
shire and Ohio, 

He confessed killing a watchman 
who caught him setting a fire in a 
warehouse in Portland, Me, March 
16, 1943; a 12-year-old boy, strangled 
to death on the beach at Cape Cot- 
tage, Me., in 1943; a 9-year-old girl, 
beaten to death with a stone during 
a fit of anger, and a Japanese boy, 
killed in Japan in 1949 while Segree 
was in the United States army of 
occupation.

TAXES: 
House Votes Cut 


_. The 1950 tax bill, mueh to the 
amazement of Washington observ- 
ers, won the approval of the house 
of representatives with a top-heavy 
vote of 375 to 14. As the measure 
went to the senate, observers were 
not making any predictions. 

The bill calls for $1,010,000,000 of 
reductions in the excise taxes an- 
nually paid on furs, jewelry, lug- 
gage, toilet articles, 
communications, transportation and 
many other items. - 

The revenue loss, however, is 
offset by provisions to increase 
corporation taxes $433,000,000 an- 
nually and close loopholes in other 
tax laws. - :

Potato farmers’ who want to 
find out more about the current 
potato situation should plan to at- 
tend a special meeting on the 
Michigan State College Campus, 
Monday, July 24, at 1 p. m. There 
will be talks on potato marketing 
agreement and price support pro- 
grams. Another item of business 
will be a discussion of whether or 
ioc they should form a state or- 
ganization. ae 

The potato industry is the only 
major state agricultural enter- 
prise for which there is no organ- 
ization representative of the grow- 
ers and processors. ; 

The meeting is ‘the outgrowth of 
several weeks of study of the po- 
tato situation. A number of Mich- 


jigan potato industry leaders met 


recently at Cadillac to discuss the 
possibilities of such a statewide 
meeting. He,

table Company, Washington, D.

Michigan potato and tomato 
growers should be alert for late 
blight infection im their fields. E. 


lege extension plant pathologist, 
says that the southern blight situ- 
ation appears as ' bad as 1946, a 
record year for infection. 

Reports coming to MSC from 
Ohio and Indiana which indicate 
that the blight has his tomatoes a 
month earlier than usual. Heavy 
rains and cold. weather are an aid 
to the spread of spores. 

Andrews believes 
may get started in Michigan fields 
earlier than usual this year. -He 
recommends a thorough 
program to help cut down losses. 

New growth should be kept cov- 
ered with Bordeaux mixture or 
fixed copper solutions, Two new 
fungicides, nabam and zineb, are 
also effective and should be used 
according to manufacturers’ dir- 
ections.

Farming is one of Michigan’s 
most dangerous occupations. One- 
fourth of all who are killed at 
work are killed on farms. 

“Use National Farm Safety 
Week, July 23-29 to eliminate the 
known safety hazards and unsafe 
practices on your farm,” the Mich- 
igan Department of Health is 
urging Michigan farmers. 

“If every Michigan farm per- 
son will eliminate just one known 
hazard, just one unsafe practice 
during Farm Safety Week, hun- 
dreds of Michigan people may be 
saved from accidental death and 
thousands of others can be saved 
from being scarred, maimed or 
crippled for life or from spending 
needed money for prolonged and 
costly treatment,” the Depart- 
said. 

Fires, falls, machinery and live- 
stock cause nine out of ten fatal 
accidents on Michigan farms, Most 
of these accidents are preventable 
or avoidable. 

Fire fatalities can be prevented 
by disposing of rubbish before it 
can accumulate by keeping brush 
cut back from buildings; by hav- 
ing spark screens on chimneys and 
fireproof roofing; by never start- 
ing a fire with keresene; by keep- 
ing matches far out of reach of 
children; by replacing: frayed 
wiring and -defective electrical 


equipment; by never refueling a. 


heated tractor; by having a fire 
extinguisher and the. fire depart- 
ment number handy; and by nev- 
er leaving your children at home 
alone. - :

a good slope; by putting guards 
around open chutes or stairs; by 
making sure that porch rails are 
strong and window screens secure- 
ly fastened; by putting non-skids 
on little rugs; by wiping up liquids 
or grease from the floor as soon 
as they are spilled; by building 
racks for farms and garden tools 
and having places for brooms, 
mops and dust-pans, and seeing 
that they are kept in their places. 

Machinery fatalities can be pre- 
vented by keeping the tractor and 
machinery in the best repair; by 
keeping a watchful eye on com- 
bines, threshing machines, corn 
pickers and shredders, cutting 
equipment, shafting, belting and 
gears and seeing that their guards 
are in place; by never wearing 
torn, loose or floppy clothing 
while operating revolving machin- 
ery; by oiling, adjusting or clean- 
ing out clogged machinery only 
when it is entirely shut down; by 
never letting your small child ride 
on the tractor and by keeping 
him away from all harvesting 
machinery. 

Livestock accidents can be pre- 
vented by getting rid of tempera- 
mental and unruly horses and 
bulls; by approaching even the 
gentlest farm‘animal with care, a 
pat and a reassuring word and us- 
ing special care around animals
